NEWS; NOW PUBLISHER

Effective with thin Issue, Ray H. Reed becomes publisher of 
Tho Lomtta News, having pnrchawd a snlMtanttal Intercut In 
thin pioneer Lomlia newspaper from Grover C. Whyte. Reed 
heads a new.firm, organized an April 1, coniliting of Himself, 
Whyte, and Edwin B. Brown. The new organlsrtrttra Mil do 

business under the firm name of* 
"Lomlta News."

Reed Joined the Lomlta News 
on January I, 1946 a» business 
manager, and has been largely 
responsible during the put 15 
months for the paper's remark­ 
able growth In circulation and 
advertising volume. Mrs. Irene 
Howe, whose able news cover­ 
age has greatly enhanced the 
reader Interest of The Lomita 
News during the past year, con­ 
tinues as elty editor and office 
manager under the new organi­ 
zation.    

The Lomlta News was estab­ 
lished in 1919 as -the first news­ 
paper In the community by the 
late Claude P. Roberts, who sold 
out In January, 1923, to Grovcr 
C. Whyte and W. Harold Kings- 
ley. In July, 1929, Whyte pur­ 
chased the interest of Kingsley, 
and has continued as publisher
until the present re-orgaWzatlon. 

A newspaperman all his- Mfe, 
Hay H. Reed began carrying 
papers when a school boy for 
the Daily Sentinel, Falrmont, 
Mlrm. ' Upon graduating; from 
high school, Reed entered the 
University^ of Minnesota and 
majored in journalism. At thq

In 1936 Reed followed the ad­ 

vice of the Illustrious editor 
Horace Oreetey, and "came west," 
joining the display advertising 
staff of the San Pedro News- 
Pilot, where he remained until 
1940 when he went with the 
Pasadena Star -News handling 
display advertising. Six months 
later, the publishers of the Pa­ 
sadena Star-News transferred 
^i»^«»i!»B..oUjar...,Pstelfc.?>pws» 
paper,   the Long Jfeacn Press-1 
Telegram,   and placed him In 
charge of all food advertising, 
position which he held for two 
yearjs. ,

Constantly seeking advance­ 
ment and to broaden his know­ 
ledge of the newspaper busi­ 
ness, in 1942 Reed returned 
East to become manager of the 
rotogravure section of the Mln-. 
neapolis   Star - Journal - Tribune.
